After six months of floundering, the Non-intervention Committee 
of twenty-seven nations meeting in London is finally acting to prevent 
more volunteers and supplies from being sent into war-torn Spain. This 
action does not come until after irreparable damage has been done in 
the civil war. 
Italy and Germany belatedly accede only after feeling as­ 
sured that General Franco and hi« Fascists cannot be defeated by the 
I eftlst government. 
While th e issue was in doubt Russia, too, was among the recal­ 
citrants. 
She poured in m m and m unitions for the Loyalists as an 
offset to the aid Italy and Germany, emboldened, respectively, by their 
Ethiopian and Rhineland exploits, gave the other side. 
The French 
«iso, fearful of a third Fascist state on their borders, tolerated, if they 
did not encourage, the infiltration oi volunteers and munitions. 
W hat 
the French contributed, though, apparently was nothing like on the 
scale of the three big dictatorships. 
It was a« though the latter were 
bent on making poor Spain the first testing ground of a projected life 
and death conflict between Fascism and Communism. 
Britain's position was not a pleasant one. 
It Was not in her 
power single-handed to stop intervention.
